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Allowable Subject Matter 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-7 and 
19-24 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-7 and 19-24 been 
cancelled. 

Claims 8-18 and 25-29 are allowed because the prior art of record neither discloses nor 
makes obvious the combination set forth in the independent claims, and especially does not show 
" ...uni-directional flow of a fluid through the single chamber serpentine cooling tube" in 
combination with the other claims limitations . Also, see applicant's arguments in the response 
filed on 12/28/05, particularly page 9 the last paragraph; page 10 the first full paragraph; and 
page 1 1 the first full paragraph. 

One of the closest prior arts of record, Fetescu et aL (US 2001/0015059) teaches a uni- 
directional flow of a fluid (steam) through the single chamber serpentine cooling tube 17. 
However, Fetescu does not teach that the single chamber cooling tube has a first end in fluid 
communication with a plenum, wherein the plenum supplyies air to the combustion chamber. 
Further, Fetescu does not teach that the second end of the single chamber cooling tube is in fluid 
communication with an area in proximity with a gas injector. In Fetescu, the second end of the 
single chamber cooling tube is in fluid communication with an area in proximity with a water 
spraying system (13, 14, 15), not a gas injector as claimed by the invention. Yet further, since 
the single chamber cooling tube of the invention is in communication with a plenum carrying air. 
Then, the fluid flowing uni-directional through the single chamber serpentine cooling tube is air, 
rather than steam as in the case of Fetescu (see particularly Figure 1 of Fetscu). Even further, 
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Fetescu's single chamber cooling tube is not conforming to a contour of a combustion chamber 
liner but to a cooling air unit 10.
